Japan Is Teld U. S. Can-

Washington, April 6.—In the most 
emphatic foreign communication yet 
drafted by the new administration, 
the United States has notified the 
four principal allied powers that 
this government insists in sharing 
in the rights derived from the vic- 
tory over Germany. 

Dealing specifically with the 
mandate to Japan over the island 
of Yap, the note asserts that the 
mandate was approved without 
American assent and that the Unit- 
ed States “cannot recognize the al- 
location of the island. or the valid- 
ity of the mandate.” 

The allies virtually are requested 
to withdraw the mandate when the 
note declares: 

“This government trusts that this 
action, which it must assume was 
taken under a misapprehension, 
will be reconsidered.” 


The American note, which grag 
that our fundamental stand on the 
question of mandate territories al- | 
though referring especially to Yap, | 
was made public,.today in the form 
of a communication from Secretary 
of State Hughes to the British gov- 
ernment. Similar notes were ad- 
dressed, to Japan, France and Italy. 
The note to Japa@m contained addi- 
tional paragraphs referring to pre- 
vious correspondence between the 
two governments and was not made 
public.

Must Share Rights. 

Secretary Hughes, at the outset, 
reminds the four powers that the 
United States participated in the 
victory over Germany and there- 
fore shares jin all the rights gain- 
ed by the allies. 

“It will not be questioned,” 
Hughes asserted, “that the right 
to dispose of the overseas posses- 
gions of Germany was acquired only 
through the victory of the allied 
and associate powers, and it is also 
believed that there is on disposition 
on the part of the British govern- 
ment to deny the participation of 
the United States in that victory. It 
would seem to follow necessarily 
that the right accruing to the allied 
and associated powers through the 
common victory is shared by the 
United States and that there could 
be no valid or effective disposition 
of the overseas possessions of Ger- 
many, Without the assent of the 
United States.” 

The note points out that as the 
Whited States has never’ vested 
either the supreme council or the 
league of nations with any authorl- 
ty to bing this government, “there 
has been no opportunity for any de- 
cision which could be deemed to af- 
fect the rights of the United 
Gtates.” American rights, the note 
asserts, could not be ceded or sur- 
rendered to Japan, or any other na- 
tion, except by treaty, “and no such 
treaty has been made.” 

Cannot Detract From Right. 

Hughes takes the position that 
the failure to ratify the Versailles 
treaty “cannot detract from rights 
which ‘the United States had al- 
ready acquired.” He shows, in addi- 
tion, that the treaty specifically 
state sthat Germany renounced her 
territorial rights “in favor of the 
principal allied and associated pow- 
ers,” and again points out that 
America was one of these powers. 

“Thus.” he adds, “not only could 
the position of the government of 
,Japan derive no strength from the 
treaty of Versailles, but the terms 
of that treaty confirm the position 
of the government of the United 
States.” 

The note affirms that, as the 
United States did not enter into the 


treaty or the mandate convention, 
this government is “unable to un- 
derstand upon what grounds” the 
allies sought to confer the mandate 
without American agreement. Con- 
firmation of the mandate, the note 
comtinues, “cannot be regarded as 
having efficacy with respect to th 
United States.” " 
Wilson Made Reservations. 

Hughes points out that former 
President Wilson made reservations 
on the Yap mandate on three sepa- 
rate occasions and adds an interest- 
ing touch when he discloses that 
one of Wilson's last official acts, 
pefore leaving office, was to address

Covington, Ga., April 6—For siz 
long hours Clyde Manning, negro 
boss of the Jasper county “murder 
farm,” held the stand in the New- 
ton county sourthouse today, and 
under the withering fire of cross- 
examination told his graphic story 
of how eleven negroes were sent to 
their deaths at the’ command of 
John S. Williams, white farmer. 

And when the almost unending 
Ordeal was completed, the negro, 
closely guarded, walked from the 
courtroom with his narrative un- 
shaken. 

For a long stretch of moments 
today not even the sound of an in- 
drawn breath was audible in the 
man-packed court room, and when 
the testimony of Lessie May Benton 
and Clyde Freeman, employees on 
Williams farm, had ended, Judge 
Hutcheson recessed court until 
Thursday. 

The prospects tonight are excel- 
lent for the state completing its 
evidence tomorrow afternoon and 
the defense is expected to consume 
Friday in submitting its witnesses. 


MANNING’S TESTIMONY 
REMAINS UNSHAKEN. 


Though Williams is on trial now 
only for the murder of Lindsey Pe- 
terson, one damning piece of 
Straight-forward narration after an- 
other flowed from Manning's lips 
into the ears of the jury.

Says Robert Maddox 
TWO LOCALS VOTE 


New Administration Real-, 
izes That Cotton Situa- 
tion Is National Issue, 
Asserts Atlanta Banker. 


In an interview Wednesday fol- 
lowing his return from W ashing- 


ton, where he attended a confer- 
ence of southern bankers with the 
director of the war finance cor- 
poration to discuss the cotton ques- 
tion, Robert F. Maddox, president 
of the Atlanta National bank, de- 
clared that he is convinced the new 
administration regards the cotton 
situation as a national issue and 
will do all in its -power to refleve 
the south in its present crisis. 

“From the cordial reception on 
last Monday, given the southern 
bankers in Washington by Presi- 
dent Harding, the members of his 
cabtnet,.Governor Harding and the 
war finance corporation board,” 
said Mr. Maddox, “I feel sure that 
the new administration is fully 
alive to the importance of co-operat- 
ing with all the business interests 
of the country and realizes that the 
cotton situation is a national is- 
sue, and it will do all in its power 
to relieve the south in its present 
emergency.” 

Maddox Made Chairman. 


At the meeting Mr. Maddox was 
named as chairman of a committee 
of representative bankers and oth- 
ers to study the southern situation.

REDUCTION IN PAY 


Voluntary Action Taken 
by Bricklayers and Ma- 
sons at Meeting Held at 
Labor Temple. 


Voluntary reduction of 12% cents 
an hour in the wage scale now re- 
ceived by bricklayers and masons, | 
was unanimously voted last night | 
at a joint meeting of locals Nos. 
6 and 14, Brick Layers and Masons, 
Ireld at the Labor temple, May 1 
was named as the date when the 
new scale will become effective. 

The present wage of brick layers 
and masons is $1.12% an hour, and 
the action of Tuesday night will 
cut. it to $1 an hour after the first 
of May. This will be a reduction 
of $1 a day for an eight-hour day. 

Officials of the organization said | 
following the meeting that the men. 
were prompted by two things in| 
the decision to lower their ay on | 
their own initiative—the desire to 
stimulate building interest, and the 
fact that they recognize a decline 
in the cost if living commodities.

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Guards Had Been Warned 


‘Chief Clerk at Gordon 
Killed by Camp Guard 
Watching for Burglars 


to Look Out as Result of 
Several-Recent Rob- 
beries at the Camp. 


Boyd V. Williams, 27 years old, 
chief clerk of the salvage depart- 
ment at Camp Gordon, was shot by 
a civilian. guard, “Chief” Daniels, 
late Tuesday night, as he ws leav- 
ing a warehouse where he had been 
working overtime on his accounts. 
He died at 1 o'clock Wednesday 
afternoon at the Public Health Serv- 
ice hospital on Peachtree road. 

The guard, Daniels, was arrested. 
He is an elderly man, and was said 
to be greatly upset by the shoot- 
ing. There was no enmity between 
the men. It was said that the ware- 
house guards had been instructed to 
shoot at any6ne leaving the build- 
ings. 

Williams bad been ‘working late 
in his office, and at about 7 o'clock 
Tuesday night he closed his desk 
and left the building. The guard, 
Daniels, shot at him with a .45 
caliber army automatic pistol, the 
bullet tearing a hole through the 
man’s stomach. Daniels, it was said, 
was not afrested after the shoot- 
ing, and it was not until the man 
died Wednesday afternoon that hé 
was apprehended. 

Williams was quickly, taken 
the public health serviee 
in an army ambulance 
Gordon. It Wag seen that he was 
desperately wounded, and all ef- 
Hts were made to save his life. 

The guard, Daniels, is said to be 
a man of good character, and there 
seems little doubt that the shooting 
was an accident. Both he and Wil- 
liams 4re civilian employees of the 
United States quartermaster depart- 
ment, stationed at Camp Gordon. 

Williams had been employed in 
the QUartermaster department at 
Camp Gordon for about 20 months. 
He was unmarried. His home was 
in Bondsville, N. c.

Brown told of his visit 
house on Huland Williams’ place 
where the negroes were kept, say- 
ing that this was a strongly built 
wooden structure with heavy shut- 
ters and wooden bars over the 
doors. A heavy Chain, he said, ran 
through the house, securing both 
doors at night. Conversations he 
had with Marvin, LeRoy and Huland 
Williams were outlined by Brown,

Immediately the defense had reg- 
istered an objection to the testimo- 
ny of *Brown which charged that

Williams Still Confident 


That He Will Come Clear

Covington, Ga., April 6.—(Special.) 

“It's a lie, and no one knows it bet- 
ter than Manning himself.” 

This was the comment of Dr. Gus 
Williams tonight on the remarkable 
testimony given the Newton county 
superior court today by the negro, 
Clyde Manning, the state’s star wit- 
ness, while John S. Williams, whom 
his evidence involved in the killing 
of eleven negroes, sat only ten feet 
away, Bazing at him with a sarcas- 
tic expression upon his face. 

“I have never seen a better wit- 
ness in my experience as a lawyer,” 
remarked ex-Congressman William 
M. Howard, who conducted the 
State’s examination of witnesses. 
“He told the same story today that 
he gave the officials the day he 
was arrested, and never wavered 
during the searching cross-examina- 
llon of the defense.’ 

John S. Williams is behind 
bars of the Newton county jail 
hight, and would not discuss the 
trial which hangs his life in pbal- 
ance. Throughout yesterday and 
early this morning he maintained 
his attitude of aloofness and apathy 
toward the fight that is being waged 
aZuinst him by the prosecutors. 

But when Clyde Manning took the 
stand in the crowded courtroom this 
morning, his manner suddenly 
changed. Time and again the de- 
fendant would move from his seat 
to suggest questions to Greene F. 
Johnson, his attorney. After court 
had recessed for the day, his only 
remark when asked his opinion of 
the negro’s testimony was: “He was 
well drilled.” 

“I’m satisfied I will come clear,” 
he added, “If you want anything 
else, see Mr. Johnson over there; 
he Knows more about it than I do.’

Dr. Wan- 
namaker is intensely interested in 
the American Cotton association and 
southern agriculture, and has given 
special attention and study to the 
needs for cotton in Europe. 

When asked for his .judgment 
concerning the best course to pur- 
sue in reference to the production 
of cotton, Dr. Wannamaker gave 
out the following interview: 

“I unhésitatingly urge that the 
south reduce its cotton production 
at least 50 per cent as compared 
with last year. Make your farms 
self-sustaining, raising food and 
feed crops, and .planting cotton as 
a surplus crop. This is the only 
solution to the vexed question now 
confronting the south. The lead - 
ing economists of Europe’ with 
whom I have conferred unhesitat- 
ingly state that if the south re- 
duces its cotton acreage 50 per 
cent it would mean a restoration of 
normal conditions in the cotton 
markets that if they plant anything 
like a full acreage or produce any- 
thing like as large a crop as last 
year, it would mean even lower 
prices and the worst stagnation in 
the cotton market than exists to- 
day. Conditions in Europe havc 
grown far more serious on account 
of thgir inability to obtain our 
raw products. It was generally 
thought that following the cessation 
of hostilities America would enter 
upon a period of intense commer- 
cial activity; that Europe would be 
assisted to secure American prod- 
ucts for the purpose of enabling 
her to rehabilitate and repay the 
enormous amounts due to America. 
The removal of the war finance 
corporation has resulted in denying 
to Europe the opportunity to se-

the country. The long delay in 
securing these products has not 
only produced a surplus on account 
of non-consumption, but has added 
most seriously to the distressing 
conditions in Europe. 

Had the necessary’ assistance 
been extended to Europe to have 
anabled her to secure cotton to 
| fill ‘her pressing needs following 
the cessation of hostilities, it is 
the consensus of opinion of the 
leading economists and many of the 
leading business men of ‘Europe 
that cotton would have gone to far 
higher prices, and that the matter 
of a sufficient supply of American 
cotton would have been a serious 
probiem, and that Europe today 
would have made far greater ad- 
vances in the re-establishment of 
normal conditions. This policy 
would have brought great benefits 
to Europe and far greater benefits 
to America, and conditions existing 
in America today would have been 
far different... Instead of being in 
the midst of business stagnation we 
would be in the midst of intense 
activity. One of the leaders of 
Kurope statet® to me that at the 
close of the world war America 
had in her grasp the world’s com- 
merce and the opportunity to be- 
come the world’s banker, and that 
had this opportunity been accepted 
America would have dominated the 
commerce of the world and jwould 
have been the means of bringing a 
period of intense activity gud pros- 
perity to herselt and great benefits 
to other nations. 

“I was _very much struck with 
the fact that the low grade cotton 
in the south is sold on a basis of 
prices for which is can be obtained 
from India, where labor can De se- 
cured at 20 cents pereweek per man. 
In other words, when the cotton 
farmers of the south plant more 
cotton than they can harvest in 
xZ0o0d grades they are simply fur- 
nishing the rope with which to 
break their own necks, as they 
cannot under any condition com- 
pete with the cotton producers of 
India, who, while they produce only 
low grade cotton of the half-and- 
half staple, can produce it at a cost 
of about one-fourth at which it 1s 
possible to produce it in the south. 

“The people of Europe in the va- 
rious cotton consuming centers I 
found are intensely interested in 
the campaign for acreage reduc- 
tion in the cotton states. At first 
they considered it a joke. Today 
they view it aS a certainty. They 
have great respect for the American 
Cotton association and are con- 
vinced that under its leadership the 
south will not proguce over a half 
cotton crop. If the south fails 
to carry into effect this acreage re- 
duction campaign, it simply means 
that they will add most seriously 
to their financial problems and will 
have no one to blame except our- 
selves, and will have repudiated 
their standing at home and abroad.”

Dun’s Quarterly Report 
Shows Results of Recent 
Depression.

As recent monthly returns had 
clearly foreshadowed, the first 
Quarter’s insolvency statement dis- 
closes a further sharp rise in the 
country's Yusiness mortality. From 
3,498 failures for $1238,544,334 in the 
final quarter of 1920, the defaults 
in the three months just ended in- 
creased to a total of 4,870, involv: 
ing $17,589,989 of indebtedness. 
These figures, which are exculsive 
of banking and other fiduciary sus- 
pensions, make a striking contrast 
with the only 1,627 insolvencies for 
$29,702,499 reported to R. G. Dun 

Co. during the first quarter of 
lats year, when the commercial 
death rate was at an abnormally 
low level. The present exhibit is, 
indeed, the most unsatisfactory from 
the standpoint of a number of de- 
faults that has appeared since the 
opening quarter of 1915, and on 
only four other occasions in the lasi 
thirty years have there . been so 
many failures in any three months’ 
period. The liabilities of the past 
quarter’s insolvencies are, more- 
over, the~largest for any quarter 
of which there is record. * 

The 746 commercial failures, with 
an aggregate indebtedness of $1i5,- 
080,225 in the South Atlantic sec- 
tion during the first quarter of this 
year compare with 199 defaults for 
$2,864,775 in a similar period of 1920, 
and with 171 insolvencies for $2,- 
013,367 in the opening quarter of 
1919. Without exception, the num- 
ber of failures is larger than In 
1920 in each of the nine states in- 
cluded in this geographical division, 
the increases ranging from 0 in 
West Virginia to 211 in Georgia. 
The largest proportionate numerical 
increase is in the latter state. The 
ercord as to liabilities, moreover, 
is against this year; the amounts, 
except in District of Columbia, be- 
ing heavier in all imMstances, and no- 
tably so in the Carolinas and Geor- 
a.

Republicans Plan

Washington, April 6.—Bars 
against immigration from Europe 
will be placed May 1 under plans 
announced today by republican con- 
gressiona] leaders. 

Senator Dillingham, of Vermont, 
has prepared for immediate intro- 
duction in the new congress the im- 
migration restriction bill which was 
passed by the last congress and ve- 
toed by President Wilson. It would 
become effective May 1 and would 
limit immigration for one year to 
3 per cent of the population of alien 
origin now in this country. This 
would admit about 202,000 immi- 
grants during the next year from 
northwestern Europe and about 
153,000 from other European coun- 
tries.

HARRIS CONFESSES 


TO ELWELL MURDER 


Arrested for Forgery, Un- 
expectedly Dictates 
Statement of Killing oi 
Clubman. 


Buffalo, N. Y.. April 6.—Roy Har- 
ris, arrested here this evening on 
a charge of forgery, signed a state- 
ment to the effect that he and an- 
other man killed Joseph B. Elwell, 
in New York, last. June. 

Harris says that he and a friend, 
William Dunkin, were accosted on 
the street by a chauffeur they knew 
who told them ‘he had a woman 
passenger who might pay them well 
for a job. They got in and drove 
about with the woman, who said 
Fairchild, and 
promised them $5,000 to kill Elwell. 
She gave them $50 each on account 
and the rest of the money later. 
Harris says he never got any more, 
and suspects his pal “double-cross- 
ed’ him. He fled the city when the 
tragedy excited such widespread in- 
terest. 

Dictates Statement. 

The man had been staying at a 
hotel here with his wife since Tues- 
day. An acquaintance tipped the

“That check thing was all set- 
tled.

Then, without much prompting, he 
dictated a statement and signed it. 
The local police notified the New 
York authorities. 

History of Case. 

New York, April 6.—Police head- 
quarters here’ was notified tonight 
of the arrest of Roy Harris In Buf- 
falo and his alleged confession that 
he took part in the murder of Je- 
seph B. Elwell, here last June, out 
official comment was withheld, 
pending the receipt of further de- 
tails. So far as is known the name 
of “Mrs. Fairchild,” mentioned In 
the alleged confession, has never 
been brought into the case before. 
From outward appearances, the 
murder of Elwell has remained to 
date an impenetrable mystery. 

On the night of June 10, last, 
Elwell attended a dinner party In 
a large hotel with several friends 
later went with them to a 
roof garden show. where 
they remained until 1:30 a. m. 
Members of the dinner party toid 
the police that Elwell then bid 
them “good night" and started to 
walk home. 

At 8:30, in the morning of June 
11, his housekeeper found him clad 
in his pajamas and slumped in a 
chair in the reception hall of his 
home. He was still breathing, but 
his head had been pierced by a large 
calibre bullet. He died a few hours 
later without giving any clue to his 
assailant.

Warrant Is Introduced. 
Among the pieces of documentary 
evidence introduced by the govern- 
ment was a warrant, which is al- 
leged to have been sworn out 
against Alexander, charging him 
with cheating and swindling, and 
which was not executed after Al- 
exander returned to the farm. 
Huff testified that the negro had 
contracted to work for him previous 
to the issuance of the alleged war- 
rant, but that before his services 
began he left the farm and went 
to the Connell Plantation. He 
Stated that. he paid $175 in settle- 
ment of debts for Alexander and 
that the amount was returned to 
him by Connell. 
He explained 
Alexander consisted of several forg- 
ed notes, said to have been given 
in the community, amd small sums 
loamed him from time to time. The 
Witness further testifled that Alex- 
ander’s wife came to him and ask- 
ed if it would be satisfactory for 
her husband to work for Connell 
ir the money owed was paid upon 
which he stated that he was willing 
for her husband to go to any place 
so long as the debt was cancelled. 
Huff also told of finding Alex- 
ander’s body in the swamp, and 
Said he was nearby when the coron- 
er’s jury met, watching them from 
a distance when they buried the 
body after reaching a verdict. He 
said that Alexander’s skull was 
separated from the body, but that 
he wasn’t sure whether the skull 
and body were buried together.

HUGHES’ NOTE 
RECEIVED IN FRANCE. 


Paris, April 6.—A 
erable length from Charles E.

4, affirms the rights of’ the United 
States in all settlements arising 
from the world war. 

Identical communications were

Grave Attitude. 

“Pertinax,” political editor of The 
Echo de Paris, who appears to have 
had access to the note, declares 
he considers it means that America 
declines to recognize any. decision 
of the allies in the treity of Ver- 
sailles, or taken by the supreme 
council or by the league of nations. 
He asserts that this is a grave at- 
titude on the part of the United 
States. 

The note will not be given out 
here until it has been made public 
in Washington. 

It was learned in official circles 
tceday that the communication bears

Text of American Note 


Upon Peace Settlements 


Washington, April6.—The text of 
the American note to Great Britain, 
which is similar to that of France 


| and, Italy, follows: 


“With respect (9 the mandate 
to Japan, purpofting to have 
been confirmed and defined in 
its terms by the supreme council 


of the league of nations, of the 
German possessions in the Pa- 
cific ocean, lying north of the 
equator, this government deems 
it. appropriate to state the fun- 
damental]! base of its representa- 
tions and the principles which, 
in its view, are determinative. 

“It will not be questioned that 
the right to dispose of the over- 
seas possessions of Germany was 
acquired only through the vic- 
tory of the allied and associated 
powers, and it is also believed 
that there is no disposition on 
the part of the British govern- 
ment to deny the participation 
of the United States in that vic- 
tory. It would seem to follow, 
necessarily, that the right ac- 
cruing to the allied and asso- 
ciated powers, through the com- 
mon victory, is Shared by the 
United States, and that there 
could be no valid or effective 
disposition of the overseas pos- 
sessions of Germany, now under 
consideration, without the as- 
sent of the United States. 

No Vested Authority. 

“This government must, there- 
fore, point out that as the 
United States has never vested 
either the supreme council or 
the league of nations with any 
authority to bind the United 
States or to act on its behalf, 
there has been no opportunity 
for any decision which could be 
deemed to affect the rights of 
the United States. It may also 
be observed that the _ right 
accruing to the United States 
through the victory in which it 
has participated could not be 
regarded as in any way ceded or 
surrendered to Japan, or to 
other nations, except by treaty, 
and that no such treaty has been 
made. 

“The fact that the United 
States has not ratified the 
treaty of Versailles cannot «e- 
tract from rights which the, 
(Ynited States had atready ac- 
quired, and it is hardly neces- 
sary to suggest that a treaty to 
which the United States is nota 
party could not affect these 
rights. But it should be noted 
that the treaty of Versailles did 
not purport top secure to Japan 
or to any other nations any 
right in the overseas posses- 
sions of Germany, save as an 
equal right. therein should be 
secured to the United States. 
On the contrary, Article 119 of 
the treaty of Versailles pro- 
vides: 

‘Germany renounces in favor 
of the principal allied and as- 
sociated powers al] her rights 
and titles over her oversea pos- 
sessions.’ 

One of Allied Powers. 

“It will not be questioned that 
one of the principal allied and 
associated powers, in whose fa- 
vor Germany renounced her 
richts and titles, is the United 
States. Thus, not only . could 
the position of the goverriment 
of Japan derive no strength 
from the treaty of Versailles or 
from any discussions prelimi- 
nary thereto, but the terms of 
that treaty confirm the position 
of the government of the United 
States. : 

‘Purther, the draft convention 
relating to the mandate for the 
German concessions in the Pa- 
cific ocean north of the equa- 
tor, which was subsequently 
proposed, proceeded in the same 
view, purporting on behalf of 
the United States as cne of the 
erantors to confer the mandate 
upon Japan, thus recognizng 
the right and interest of the 
I7nited States, and the fact that 
the proposed action could not 
he effective without the agree- 
ment of the United States as 
one of the principal allied and 
associated powers. 

“As the United States did not 
enter into this convention or 
into any treaty relating to the 
subject, this government 1S un- 
able to understand upon what 
grounds it was thereafter at- 
tempted to confer the mandate 
without the agreement of. the 
United States. i 2 manifest 
that the league of nations Was 
without any authority to bind 
-the United States. and that the 
confirmation of the mandate in 
question and the definition of 
its terms by. the council of the 
leacue of nations in December, 
1920. eannot be regarded as 
having effacacy with respect to 
the United States. 

Words of Mandate. 

“Tt should be noted that this 
mandate not only recites ar- 
ticle 119 of the treaty of Ver- 
snilles to the effect that ‘Ger- 
many renounced in favor of the 
priveipal allicd and associated 
powers all her rights over her 
oversea possessions, including 
therein the groups of islands in 
the Pacific ocean, lying north of 
the equator,’ but also recites 
that ‘the principal allied and 
associated powers agreed that in 
accordance with article 22, part 
one (covenant of the league of 
nations), of the said treaty, a 
mandate should be conferred 
upon his majesty the emperor 
of Japan to administer the said 
islands, and have proposed that 
the mandate should be formu- 
lated as set forth. While this

“As, in the absence of any 
treaty with the United States 
relating to the matter, there 
was no decision on May 7, 1919, 
binding the United States, it Is 
deemed to be unnecessary again 
to examineathe brief minutes of 
the meeting of the supreme 
council on that date.

the minutes of this meeting, al- 
though obviously without any 
finality, could not properly be 
construed without due regard to

Wilson’s Attitude. 


“‘T peg to return the note re- 
ceived vesterday from the Japa- 
nese government which, I have 
read in relation to the proposed 
mandate covering the island of 
Yap. 

“‘My first information of a 
contention that the so-called 
decision of May 7, 1919, by the 
council of four assigned to Ja- 
pan a mandate for the island 
of Yap, was conveyed to me by 
Mr. Norman wavis in October 
last. J] then informed him that 
I had consented to the assigns 
ment of the island of Yap to 
Japan. 

“‘T had not previously given 
particular attention to the word- 
ing of the eouncil’s minutes of 
May 7, 1919, which were only 
recently called to my attention. 
I nad on several occasions prior 
to the date mentioned, made 
specific reservations regarding 
the island of Yap, and had tak- 
en the position that it should 
not he assivned under mandate 
to any power but should be in- 
ternationalized for cable pur- 
poses. I assumed that this posi- 
tion would. be duly considered 
in connection with the settle- 
ment of the cable question and 
that it, therefore, was no longer 
a matter for consideration in 
connection with the peace nego- 
tiations. I never abandoned or 
modified this position in respect 
to the island of Yap, and I did 
not agree on May 7, 1919, or at 
any other time, that the island 
of Yap should be included in the 
assignment of mandates to Ja- 
pan. 

Agreements Conditional. 

*“*‘As a matter of fact, agree- 
ments arrived at regarding the 
assignment of mandates were 
conditional] upon a subsequent 
agreement being reached as to 
the specific terms of the man- 
dates and further, upon their 
acceptance by each of the prin- 
cipal allied and associated 
powers. The consent of the 
United States is essential both 
as to assignment of man- 
dates and the terms and pro- 
visions of the mandates after 
agreement as to their assign- 
ment or allocation. 

“‘The consent of the United 
States, as you know, has never 
been given on either point, as 
to the island of Yap.’ 

“Apart from the expressed 
purpose of President Wilson in 
relation to the Island of Yap, 
inasmuch as the proceedings of 
the supreme council on May 7, 
1919, did not, and in the nature 
of things could not have finali- 
ty, this government is unable 
to perceive any ground for the 
contention that it was the duty 
of this government to make im- 
mediate protest with respect to 
the so-called decision of May 7, 
1919, and certainly it cannot be 
said that an omission to do s0 
operated as a cession of its 
rights. It may be added, how- 
ever, that when the matter was 
brought to the attention of this 
government in connection with 
the conference on communica- 
tions in October last, this 
government informed the gov- 
ernment of Japan- and other 
governments, (by notes of 
November 9, 1920), that it was 
the understanding of this gov- 
ernmnt that the island of Yap 
was not included in the action 
of May 7. 2259. Its position 
was subsequently stated at 
length. 

Cause of Regret. 

“Tt is a cause of regret to this 
government, that after and de- 
spite this protest, there should 
have been any attempt to pass 
upon drafts of mandates pur- 
porting to deal with the Pacific 
islands, including Yap, and that 
a mandate should have been ap- 
proved or attempted to be put 
in effect. which, while purport- 
ing to be made in the name of 
the United States, was without 
the assent of the United States. 
This government trusts. that 
this action, which. it must 
assume was taken under a mis- 
apprehension, will be recon- 
sidered. 

“In particular, as naught 
really has ever been concluded 
with the United States relating 
to the Island of Yap, and as no 
one has ever been authorized to 
cede or surrender the rights or 
interest of the United States in 
the island, this government 
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its rightsor interest as it exist- 


ed prior?to any action. of the 


supreme council or of the 
league of nations, and cannot 
recognize the allocation of the 
island or the validity of the 
mandate to Japan. 

“In this- view. this govern- 
ment deems it to be unncessary 
at «this time to consider the 
terms of the so-called “C” man- 
dates, or the discussion with 
respect thereto. 

“This government, as has 
been clearly stated in previous 


clusive interest in the Island of 
Yap, and has no desire to 
secure any privileges without

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“WINTER COTTON.” 

A floral freak in the form of a 
cotton stalk that lived through the 
winter and put fortn bloss@ms 
weeks in advance of the normal 
planting season, has been ca:led 
to the attention of the state de- 
partment of agriculture by a Wil- 
cox county, Georgia, farmer, and 


; invites speculation as to the pos- 
por“sibility of its becoming the fore- 
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runner of a new fixed type. 

Cotton is supposed tu be essen- 
tially a hot-weather piant, requir- 
ing warm nights and bright sum- 
mer days for the germination of 
its seed and the development of 
its foliage, blossoms and fruit. 

For that reason its production is 
restricted to the warmer latitudes, 
the “cotton belt” of America em- 
pracing only the southern states. 

But, just as cotton is a hot- 
weather plant, so its chief parasite, 
the cotton boll weevil, is essen- 
tially a hot-weather bug; and, since 
the weevil pest does not begin 
really to “get in-its work” until 
the summer attains its height, 
about the only hope for success 
with cotton lies in cultivating an 
extra-early maturing variety; in 
other words, for the farmer, by the 
proper selection of seed and the 
application of farming methods 
intended to “force” the season, to 
“heat the boll weevil to it!” 

Hence, “the early boll beats the 
worm!” 

Thus far, however, cotton plant 
breeders have been abie to evolve 
nu variety of cotton~“‘early” enough 
—that is, of sufficiently rapid 
growth and development—to en- 
tirely, or to more than measurably, 
escape the ravages cf the weevil. 

But the finding of this single 
stalk that lived through the win- 
ter and put forth its bloom close 
on the heels of ‘“neach-blossom 
time” leads one to wonder if a Bur. 
bank could not possibly develcp a 
“winter” variety of cotton and thus 
solve the weevil menace prob.em. 

Winter wheat, winter oats, win- 
ter rye, etc.—each an annual, nat- 
urally a single-season, and crig- 
inally a summer-season, plant— 
have been developed into fixed 
types. 

Experimenters and breeders de- 
veloped these types otf grains 
chiefly in order to produce varie- 
ties that would get tha béhefit of 
the early spring sunshine while 
the soil is too wet to cultivate, 
thus to escape the extremely hot 
days and the customary drouth of 


midsummer. 
Why could not the same thine be 


done with cotton? 

Of course, were a “winter cot- 
ton” produced the “eotton belt” 
probably would in time lose iis 
identity and _ its distinction as 
such, along with its monopoly on 
the production of the great white 
staple; but what of that? 

We are fortunate, here in the 
sovth, in having @ climate and soil 
that are peculiarly adapted tc the 
profitable producticn of almost 
every crop that can be grown in 
the temperate zone. 

We are not by any means de- 
pendent upon cotton. 

Indeed, if we were (to attempt 
to subsist exclusively on cotton- 
production under boll weevil con- 
ditions it would be ruinous. 

Whether or rot it is practicable 
or even possible to evolve a type 
of cotton that could, like winter 
wheat, for example, be plantea in 
the fall, that would live through 
the winter, and that would ' pro- 
duce its fruit early the followirg 
summer—too early for the weevil 
to interfeve with its development— 
is, of course, a matter for specu- 
lation. 

But it suggests a highly inter- 
esting field for experimentaticn

MAKE IT PERMANENT. 

Toe appeal of Chief Jentzen, of 
the city sanitation department, 
that proprtetors of all downtown 
business establishments should not 
leave rubbish and garbage on the 
sidewalks fronting their places of 
business after 8 o’clock in the 
morning Ought to meet with uni- 
versal response, 

Chief Jentzeh announces that, as 
a new departure preliminary to the 
“clean-up week” campaign to start 
next Monday morning, his depart- 
ment has made provisions for the 
collection of garbage between the 
hours of 6 and 8 in the morning, 
and that none will be taken up 
later than the latter hour. 

The practice of collecting gar- 
bage and trash and hauling it 
through the city during the hours 
when the streets are crowded with 
people going aboyt their daily busi- 
ness, aud when shop doors are 
open, exposing meats, fruits. vege- 
ables and all sorts of foodstuffs 
to whatever dust and grime—per- 
haps germ-laden-—may be blown in, 
is insanitary and menacing to the 
health of the community. 

Such work as garbage collection 
within the downtown business 
areas really onght to be done only 
at night, certainly not later than 
8 o'clock in the morning. 

Chief Jenzen’s new rule is a step 
in the right direction; and its op- 
eration, like “clean-up week,” 
ought to be made permanent. 


THE RIGHT SAVING WAY. 
The Columbus (Ohio) Dispaich 
notes “one good result” from the 
bandit-crime wave in that city, as 
well as in other parts of the coun- 
try, and that ‘s that it has caused 
more people to put their savings 
in the banks. 
And the proof that it has stimu- 
lated the saving habit, on the line

One of the 
causes is the crime wave which has 
made folks afraid to carry large 
sums of money On their person or 
io keep their spare cash in an old 
sock hidden a trunk, beneath 
mattress or some other place never 
overlooked by thieves.” 


If that is the lesson people have 
learned from losses through bur- 
glary, and at the hands of the 
hold-up men, it is a good, as it 
should be a lasting, one. 

It has always been something of 
a mystery why, with banks at 
hand in practically every commu- 
nity, so many people persist in 
carrying comparatively large sums 
of money about them.

Editor Constitution: 
cent editorial on “Concrete 
ways,’ we hold no brief for mac 
adam roads. The nature of their 
construction is such that they are 
little suited to heavy truck traffic, 
without a “permanent” type of as- 
phalt surfacing. 

But we most certainly deny that 
plain cement concrete roads are less 
expensive to maintain than the “per- 
manent” types of asphalt roads, nor 
are they more expensive in first 
cost\ag stated in your editorial. 

Strictly speaking, there are no 
permanent types, as all roads will 
eventually wear out. Common usage 
has given the quality of permanency 
to several types of street and’ road 


surfaces, inclu@ing sheet asphalt, 
asphaltic concréte, bitulithic, stone 


block, brick, and in later years Port- 
land cement concrete. 

In speaking of asphalt roads or 
streets, a clear distinction should be 
drawn between the penetration 
macadam type and the higher types 
mentioned above, viz., sheet dsaphalt 
and asphaltic concrete. It is of the 
latter that we speak. 

There are types of asphalt roads 
which ean be built at about the 
same cost as concrete, which will 
stand up under heavy motor truck 
traffic longer, show less wear and 
cost less for maintenance than Port- 
land cement concrete. We make this 
statement without fear of contra- 
diction. Facts speak for themselves 
and it is a well Known fact 
the oldest pavements 
today are sheet asphalt. 

The concrete road is not the an- 
swer to the problem of heavy trucks 
ing. The heaviest trafficked -.-.,eet 
in the world is Fifth avenue in New 
York city, and it 1s paved with as- 
phalt because it was found that this 
was the one material used in pav- 
ing that would withstand the heavy 
motor truck traffic to which this 
street Is subjected. This gathe type 
of paving is carrying the héaviest 
traffic in all the large cities of our 
country and is rapidly gaining fa- 
vor jn country 
because it can be laid at an initia! 
cost that does not exceed 
of concrete.

WATER DRINKING. 

It is a physiological fact, founded 
upon careful observations, that 
when we take a drink of water the 
water is practically not absorbed at 
all in the stomach. 

This has led to some wrong de- 
ductions, for many individuals think 
it i# unwise to drink water before 
Or at tne beSinning of a meal, !est 
the water so dilute the gastric juice 
as to delay digestion. But wait a 
minute. Observations have shown 
that as soon as water taken alone 
enters the stomach jt begins 
pass on into the duodenum (smal! 
intestine) in a series of forced 
spurts. Within a few minutes after 
lange drink of water has heen 
taken practically dll of the water 
has passed out of the stomach into 
the intestine, where as much. as 
the body requires is absorbed into 
the biood. If there is any superflu- 
ity remaining, it will only tend to 
make easier the work of the intes- 
tine. 

Besides stimulating the stomach 
to contract and drive it on into the 
intestine, cool water, at any rate, 
Stimulates the secretion of wastric 
juice. So positive is this effect that 
some good physicians administer 
large drink of cool water in 
Of a so-called test-meal when 
ing to obtain a specimen of gastric 
juice for analysis, 

Therefore if one is at all thirsty 
it is perfectly healthful to drink 
all the coo! water desired before or 
at the beginning of a meal. It 
not adVisable to use water or any 
other beverage as a wash to aurry 
down poorly masticated morsels of 
food, and it is not advisable to drink 
water that is excessively cold (ice 
water) at any time.

South Facing Depression. 

“Last October when the Ameri- 
can bankers Association heid its 
annuai convention in Washington, 
the bankers from the south held a 
meeting tO discuss the cotton 
question, 4s the market had declin- 
ed by that time twenty cents a 
pound, and the south was facing 
the depression which has since ar- 
rived,” said Mr. Maddox. 

“At our request Mr. Eugene Mey- 
er, Jr., the former head of the war 
finance corporation, came from New 
York to ad@ress our meet. He ex- 
plained that under the ruling of the 
Secretary of the Treasury Houston, 
the corporation had ceased to func- 
tion last May, but he felt that the 
necessity tor the corporation stil 
existed and it Should reopen for bus- 
iness. 

“It will be remembered that large- 
ly through the activities of Mr. 
Meyer, a bill was passed by both 
houses of congress instructing the 
treasury department to reopen the 
war finance corporation, which bill 
was vetoed by President Wilson and 
subsequently passed over his veto. 
This was just before the close of the 
last administration and nothing of 
importance was done. 

“As soon aS President Harding 
was inaugurated he immediately be- 
gan to reorganize the war finance 
corporation, appointed a new board 
with Mr. Myer as managing direc- 
tor. It was not surprising that as 
soon as Mr. Meyer reopened his of- 
fice in Washington he again turned 
his attention to the south, fully re- 
aliziny that the cotton problem was 
of great national importance, ow- 
ing to the part cotton has always 
played in the balance of trade be- 
tween the United States and the rest 
of the world. 

..@ act creating the war finance 
corporation provided a working 
capital of 500,000,000, and the 
board is now ready to do all in its 
power to help promote the export 
of American products. It can grant 
loans aS long as five years. 

Reduced Buying Power. 

“As Governor Harding stated the 
present crop of cotton is not an ab- 
normally large one, but the diffi- 
culty lies in the fact that when it 
was ready for market it met a 
greatly reduced buying power 
throughout the world, and as the 
marketing season progressed it con- 
tinued to face a further depression, 
especially in central Europe, where 
we had hoped to sell a large part 
of the crop. 

“The result is that perhaps one- 
half of the present crop is still in 
the south unmarketed which, to- 
wether with - large carry over from 
the last crop, makes the burden 
upon the southern bankers difficult 
to hear, 

“It is now generally agreed that, 
on August 1. we will have a carry- 
over throughout the world of about 
eleven and a half million bales of 
all countries, of which about ten 
million bales will be American cot- 
ton, Which is the largest carry- 
over ever known. With these facts 
facing the cotton spinner, it is but 
natural that he should not find it 
necessary to buy far in advance of 
his needs, 

“It is also equally apparent that 
the onl hope the south can have for 
a fair price for the next crop is to 
greatly reduce the acreage, so that 
the new crop, added to the carry- 
over, will, in a reasonable degree, 
meet the requirements of the world. 

“Another large crop would cer- 
tainly be disastrous to the south, 
from = it would take years to 
recover. 

No High Prices. 

“The bankers who attended the 
conference in Washington, at the in- 
vitation of Mr. Meyer, feel that it 
would be unwise to lead the farmers 
to believe that anything can be done 
to raise very muchthe selling price 
of the present crop, or offer any en- 
couragement for ahigh price for the 
next crop, because they do not be- 
lieve, with the present depression 
throughout the world, and the out- 
look between now and next fall, that 
conditions warrant any optimism as 
to high prices for cotton. 

“It was unfortunate that just 
about the time the Federal Interna- 
tional Banking company was organi- 
ized in New Orleans, and ready for 
business, that the financial depres- 
sion had spread all over the world, 
and credits which were thought to 
be sound in many countries had 
collapsed, and the further extension 
of credits was wisely halted. 

“We have felt the demoralization 
in Cuba, in South America and other 
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‘as he did 


countries with which our exporters 
have done a large business, and 
have at present hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars of merchandise of 
all kinds at every port throughout 
the world, for which they are unable 
to collect, and owing to the rapid 
decline in prices and the further de- 
cline in exchange, they are unable 
to resell. 

“The recent invasion of Germany 
by France, the attempt of Charles 
to regain his throne, the activities 
ofthe Greek army, the great strike 
just called in England ,the close vote 
in the plesbiscite in Silesia, the mo- 
ratorium in Cuba the’ uncertain 
government of Mexico and the cha- 
otic Russian situation, are but a 
few of the world-wide events which 
ar affecting the orderly readjust- 
ment of the commerce of the world 
and making international financial 
dealings uncertain. 

Will Be Cleaned Up. 

“TI believe, however, that all of 
these troubles will in time be clean- 
ed up and it is the duty of this 
country with its enormous resourc- 
es to lead the way and with cour- 
age and wisdom show our faith in 
the future by extending credits 
which will furnish raw materials 4o 
help the rest of the world to go to 
work. 

“Governor Harding spoke _ with 
splendid optimism as to our finan- 
cial strength as evidenced by the 
reserve of 52 per cent now in the 
Federal Reserve banks. He assured 
the bankers of the south that he 
appreciated the co-operation they 
had given the southern merchant 
and planter, and knowing the south 
he felt confident that it 
would survive. He felt that most 
of the depression .was_ over and 
banking was safe at the present 
level of prices than it had been in 
many months. 
There are several propositions 
now pending to send some cotton 
to Germany, Poland ‘and Czecho 
Slovakia—payment to be made on 
long time. These questions are now 
being considered by exporters and 
the Federal International Banking 
corporation. 

“So I hope that out of all these 
conferences may come some Dbene- 
ficial results. We can at least be 
assured that all present will earn- 
estly and patriotically do their 
best to help the south and in help- 
ing the south, help the nation.” 


PROGRESS MADE 
TOWARD LIFTING 
CREDIT BARRIERS

Washington, April 6.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire)—Eugene 
Meyer, managing director of the 
War Finance corporation, an- 
nounced today that substantial 
progress had been made toward 
lifting the credit barriers from 
the cotton growers. The way has 
been paved, it was said, for defi- 
nite launching of projects to pro- 
vide credit for cotton exports. 

One of the chief proposais which 
will form the basis of further con- 
ferences among the bankers when 
they return to their respective dis- 
tricts contemplates the pooling of 
funds to finance the creation of 
an export banking association 
under the Pomerene act to operate 
through the federal International 
corporation of New Orleans recent- 
ly organized. 

The gwenéra] outline of the pool- 
ing arrangement provides that 
southern bankers shall assess 
themselves sums based upon the 
number of bales of cotton produced 
in their respective states, and with 
the funds so raised organize an 
export banking corporation under 
the Webb-Pomerene_ act whose 
managers could open up the cotton 
trade channels between the United 
States and Germany, Poland, Aus- 
tria, and other foreign countries 
in need of the souMern staple. 

Robert F. Maddox, of Atlanta, 
chairman of the special committee 
of bankers, has arranged to obtain 
through further conferences in the 
south, a consensus of opinion, and 
the active support of the public and 
bankers generally in the plans 
formulated. It was said to be prob- 
able that state banking organiza- 
tions may be assembled to act upon 
the various expert financing 
schemes advanced at the confer- 
ences here with government 
officials.

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compensation act, and returned un- 
opened sealed bids from a large 
number of insurance concerns who 
had submitted them at the request 
of the county. 

The action of the commission was 
based on the opinion of Colonel E.

Maddox “In a Hole.”

BOARD WILL HEAR 
MARKET PROJECT 


Friends and Opponents 
of Plan Will Be Given 
Hearing Before Fulton 
| County Commission. 


That the municipal market pro- 
ject for whieh the city of Atlanta 
appropriated $12,500 recently will 
be opposed, became known Wednes- 
day afternoon following the request 


of a number of civic organizations 
to the county commissioners to con- 
tribute a total of $42,500 for the 
establishment of such a market. 

In order to give both sides a 
hearing, the commissioners decided 
to take the matter up some day 
next week and let those in favor of 
the market share in the arguments 
with those who opose the prfoject. 
Several wholesale concerns asked 
the county to defer action on ap- 
propriations for the market until 
after they had a chance to present 
their views and stated that they 
would not be able to appear Wed- 
nesday afternoon. As this is a city 
and county proposition the eommis- 
sioners voted to allow any citizen 
who wished to be heard the priv- 
ilege of stating his case. 

Must be Unselfish. 

In presenting the project to the 
commi-sion, Norman T. Miller 
stressed the idea that individuals 
must give up selfish ideas in re- 
gard to the market, and all unite 
for the common good of the com- 
munity. He outlined the plan upon 
which the site, already selected, is 
to be purchased. 

The county, according to the plan, 
is to contribute $12,500 now and 
the remaining $30,000 in October. 
Then the city will erect a $100,000 
market house. The location of the 
market in the triangle bounded by 
Edgewood avenue, Butler and Boaz 
streets, will have a frontage of 
909.7 feet and 92 stalls. 

In addition, arrangements will be 
made to have a curh market all 
around the building, where farmers 
can back their trucks against the 
sidewalk and sell their products. 

He stated that the Atlanta Wo- 
man’s Club had been instrumental 
in starting a curb market in At- 
lanta last year and that it was very 
successful] and met with the ap- 
proval of all classes of people. He 
further pointed out that a number 
of civic and other organizations 
have endorsed the market such as 
the Woman’s Club, the Rotary, the 
Kiwanis, and Civitan clubs. 

Spenks For Market. 

Mrs, Irving Thomas, president of 
the Atlanta Woman’s club, spoke in 
the interest of the market. She 
stated that the housewives of the 
city have been looking forward for 
the past fifteen years to the time 
when Atlanta can boast of a muni- 
cipal market. 

She stated that the women who 
were present at the meeting rep- 
resented thirty thousand women of 
this city and county who want such 
a market. She stated that last year 
more than $200,000 in products were 
sold at the curb market in front 
of the city auditorium during the 
short time that the market was 
operated. 

Mrs. Thomas said that she believ- 
ed that if the farmers living near 
Atlanta knew that they had a mar- 
ket for their products, they would 
raise a diversified crop and stop 
planting all their lands in cotton. 
She also stated that a comparison 
of prices in town with a market 
and in those without a market 
showed that products were cheaper 
in the former cities. 

Mrs. Norman Sharpe and Mrs. 
Charles Goodman also spoke in be- 
half of the market.
